‘GRAND ARMY MEN AT MILWAUKEE. 
' Large Delegations Arriving on Every Train 


Arrival of General Sherman—The 
Grand Parade Today—Notes. 


 Mriwavxes, Wis., August 26.—From early 
‘morning the inspiring sound of fife and drum 
«gould be heard on the streets leading from the 
-pailroad stations and steam boat docks. No 
‘Jarge installments of veterans arrived until 
after 9 o'clock, but squa‘s of grizzled ex-war- 

riors with their wives and children, could be 
geen as early as 6 o’cleck enjoying the sights 
and resting comfortably on the curb stones, 
‘and in the stairways, waiting for the headquar- 


ters office to open, that they might be as-. 


‘signed to places, The crowd increased with 
the passing moments, and by 8 o’clock, march- 
ing companies, baggage wagons and omnibuses 


made street crossing dangerous to foot pas- 


sengers. 

The weather is delightful, and judging from 
the thousands who are here today, Milwau- 
kee’s hospitality will be taxed to its utmost to 
entertain and quarter the visitors. 

General Warner and the Kansas City con- 
tingent, about 300 strong, put in an appearance 
about 10 o’clock and marched to the Plankin- 
ton house, which is the headquarters of the 
commander-in-chief. An unique feature of 
the morning’s arrival was the entrance into 
the harbor of a huge ark from Sturgeon bay, 
bedecked in tri-colors and greens, and loaded 
to the guard with veterans from the neck of 
country reaching along the lake to Death’s 
Door, The ark was in tow of atag, and had 
a pleasant voyage. At the Plankinton house, 
where Conimissioner Tanner is quartered, 
there is a crowd of veterans, not guests of the 
kotel, filling the lobbies and hallways, anxious 
to get a sight of the pension dispenser. 
General Sherman himself does not attract 
much more attention that does the ‘‘corpora!.”’ 
It is roughly estimated there are about 40,900 
strangers in this town this morning and the 
crowd is being swelled by every train. 

The city is more elaborately decorated than 
at any time in its history, scarcely a building 
in the business portion being left-untrimmed. 
The residence portions, too, has caught the 
infection and red, white and blue streams in 
the air from pillars and post into the outskirts. 

RESPECT FOR SHERMAN’S FEELINGS. 

General Alger will undoubtedly be the next 
commander-in-chief, and from present indi 
cati®ns the city of Washington will be chosen 
for the next national encampment. -The dis-— 
appointment of the day, so far as the executive 
council is concerned, was the failure of Gen- 
eral Sherman to arriveatthe hour expected. 
On his arrival all bands are reqnested to 
refrain from playing ‘‘ Marching Through 
Georgia,’ out of respect to his feelings, the 
general having heard it so*much that it has 
become as a nightmare to him. 

ARRIVAL OF GENERAL SHERMAN. ° 

There are about 100,000 strangers in the 
city, including about 50,000 veterans. Gen- 
eral Sherman arrived at eight o’clock, and 
was escorted to his hotel by the executive com- 
mittee. He was given an ovation along the 
route. Tonight the old Iron brigade lield a 
reunion, the chief feature being an address by 
General Bragg, the old commander. The 
Sons of Veterans had a campfire, presided 
over by Commander-in-Chief Varner. 
Speeches were made by Governor Hoar, 
General Alger, General Rusk and others. The 
encampment proper opens tomorrow with a 
grand parade. It isexpected that 40,000 men 


will be in line.

A Newspa2per'’s Expose of Life at Jefferson 
Barracks. 

Sr. Lovis, August 26.--The Post-Dispatch 
prints another chapter ofitsarmy expose se- 
cured through the medium of a reporter who 
enlisted to obtain the inner workings of army 
life. {tshowsa terrible state of affairs at 
Jefferson barracks, alleging that recruits are 
treated like dogs; men are swung up by their 
wrists until they swoon from weakness; that 
brutal sergeantsdeem no cruelty too severe; 
relates how an insane man was heartlesslv 
tortured, while common soldiers are impris- 
oned at the whim of their superiors. It is also 
charged in the expose that in the guard -house 
where prisoners are packed into an enclosure 
twenty by forty, the sanitary condition is ter- 
rible. There are no provisions foran ordinary 
eall of nature and the place becomes a breeder 
of pestilence. Prisonersare kept from sleep 
by vermin and their surroundings are all re- 
yolting in the extreme. Another chapter is 
promised tomorrow.

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THE BIRMINGHAM STRIKE. 


The Carpenters’ Union Causing Some 
Uncasiness. 

BirMInGHAM, Ala., August 26.—[Special.]— 
A strike, which threatens to grow to serious 
proportions, was inaugurated today by the 
carpenters’ union. A week ago the carpenters 
served notice on all contractors that they 
would demand an advance of five cents per 
hour in wages. The contractors were given 
unti] this morning to answer. The average 
wages of carpenters is $2.45 per day, and most 
contracts on hand were based on that price for 
carpenter work.. The most of the contractors 
flatly refused to pay the advance, and others 
offered to compromise. Nearly all the carpen- 
ters quit work, and the others will quit tomor- 
row unless their demand is acceded to. The 


bricklayers and plasterers have agreed to stand | 


by the carpenters, and will refuse to work on 
any building wiiere scab carpenters may be 
employed. There are nearly one thousand 
houses in course of erectionin the city, and 
most of them must be finished by October or 
November. In many cases the contractors 
have up heavy forfeits to complete buildings 
in time, and to them the strike is a very serious 
affair.

Sprine VALuEY, Ill., August 26.---Mr. Scott, 
of Pennsylvania, telegraphed Genera} Manager 
Devlin today to discharge all employes of the 
Spring Valley coal company who were not abso, 
lutely needed to run the mine, aud to prepare 
for a general shut down for six months or a 
year. Hesaysthey will not be opened again 
if they can’t be opened on a paying basis, 
This means a practical depopulation of the 
town. Many ofthe miners have already left. 
The Chicago and Northwestern railroad has 
closed down its Spring Valley branch, and 
discharged all the men at their end of the 
line.

O'BRIEN IN JAIL AGAIN. 


He Reccives a Sentence of Two Months 


Witheut Labor. 

Destin, August 26.— The trial at Cionatikky 
of Wiliiam O’Brien and James Gilhooley, 
memabors et parliament for the county Cork, 
who were charged with hoiding a nationalist 
meeting which had been proclaimed by the 


government, today resulted in conviction of 


the defendants. O’Brien was seutenced to 
two months’ imprisonment annd Gilhooley to 
six weeks’ imprisonwent without labor.

In the event of their refusal they 
will be sentenced to two months additional 
imprisonment. After sentence had been pro- 
nounced they were taken under a miltary es 
cort to Cerk jail. Upon Jeaving the court- 
room they were cheered enthusiastically by a 
crowd that was waiting outside, and at the jail 
they were given a similar greeting.

Lonpon, August 26. -The strike is gaining 
new adherents hourly. Hight thousand sail- 
ors and firemen and two thousand five hundred 
dockimen at the Isle of Dogs, where several 
jarge docks are logated, have gone out. The 
authorities have become apprehensive of 
trouble and are holding military in readiness 
to suppress an outbreak should it occur.

THE COURT TAKi#S UP THE CRONIV 
MURDER CASE. 


PRISONERS ASK SEPARATE TRIALS 


And Produee Affadavits Stating Their Kea- 
sons Therefor—The Hearing Post- 
poned Until Tomorrow. 


Cuicaco, August 26.—Probably no case in 
the annals of criminal history in Cook county 
has attracted more widespread attention than 
the Cronin murder, and the deep mystery in 
Which it has been enshrouded. That interest 
has not abated since the disappearance of th 
unfortunate physician on May 4th, was demon 
strated by the multitude that clamored for a 
mittance at the portal of Judge McConnell 
room at 10 o’clock this morning. The unite 
remonstrances of two bailiffs were necessary 
to keep the mob at bay at the foot of the 
stairway, and ever and anon some unterrified 
individual even made it necessary for the ofti- 
cers to resort to personal force. “4 

Promptly at ten o’clock there was a slight 
rustle at the door of the judge’s private en- 
trance and the crowd tiptoed in expectancy as 
a deputy sheriff entered the room, and cleared 
the way for the appearance of the prisoners 
who were to answer to the grave charge of 

WANTONLY MURDERING A HUMAN BEING, 

A moment later the door was thrown wide 
open and Burke, Woodruff, Coughlin, Beggs, 
O’Sullivan and Kunz entered and took their 
seats facing the court in the order named. 

‘“‘What is the business before the court this 
morning,’’ queried Judge McConnell. 

‘If the court pleases,’’ said States Attorney 
Longnecker, advancing to the front, “I have 
received notice from three of the defendants 
in the Cronin case saying that they would ap- 
ply for separate trial on the opening of court 
this morning.

KUNZ ASKS SEPARATE TRIAL.

Mr. Donohue then formally read the motion 
asking the court for an order on the states at- 
torney tocompel the latter to furnish Kunz 
with acopy of the minutes or memoranda of 
testimony taken before the grand jury, which 
found the indictment against Kunz, or of ay 
of the testimony which, in any way, tended to 
prove the guilt of sai¢, Kunz, or to allow the 
counsel of Kunz toexfmine the testimeny of 
such witnesses beforg fhe grand jury, where 
evidence in anyway ded to prove the com- 
plicity of Kunz in 5 A ‘onin murder. 

The motion also ask. | that the states attor- 
ney furnish the names of witnesses whose teati-— 
mony tended to the indictment of Kunz. Mr. 
Donoliue then read a long affidavit of his client, 
which in Kunz recited that henever knew Dr. 
Cronin during the latter’s life-tim?; never 
heard of hig existence until after his disappear- 
ance on May 4th, and that he was entirely inno- 
cent of any complicity in or knowledge of the 
murder of Cronin.

This was 
followed by an affidavit by one of O’Sulli- 
van’s attorneys referring to the prejudicial 
character of the evidence to be introduced 
aifecting O,Sullivan’s case, in case he shonld 
be tried with the other defendants, but which 
would be inadmissible if he were tried alone. 
Counsel for Martin Burke also submitted affi- 
daviits fof separate trial for that suspect, 
stating that they were similar in character to 
those presented in other case. 

Similar application was made in behalf of 
Frank Woodruff. 
~,At the request of the state’s attorney the 
hearing was then adjourned in order to give 
him time to prepare his arguments in opposi- 
tion to the motions for separate trials.

MURDERED ON A MOUNTAIN. 


A Bloody Tragedy in a North Carolina 
County. . 

RALEIGH, N. C., August 26 —[Special.]— 
News has been received of an outrageous crime 
in Yancey county. John Hughes and a wo- 
man. bis mistress, were seated on a log in a 
pass in the mountain. Ed Murphey rode up 
and asked the woman to go down the moun- 
tain with him. Thisshe refused todo. Hughes 
then told Murphey to go home to his family. 
Murphey walked towards Hughes with a re- 
volver drawn, threatening to shoot him. 
Hughes picked up a stone, the woman jumped 
between the men. Hughes put his arms upon 
the woman’s _shoulder, whereupon Mur- 
phey shot him, - striking. him _ in 
the temple, killing him instantly. 
Murphey then pulled his coat off and spread 
it over his face. Tnen he and th® woman pro- 
ceeded to rifle the pockets of the dead man, 
taking therefrom quite a sum of money. He 
threatened to kill her if she told of the crime, 
but not fearing his threats she told Hughes’ 
brother. Hughes was a widower. Murphey 
is a married man. The latter has been 
lodged in the Yancey county jail.

It is said Judge Sawyer has grave doubts of 
the power of the federal courts to interfere in 
Nagle’s case and that the deputy marshal will 
have to return to Stockton and stand his trial 
in the state courts. Some of his friends aver 
that Terry’s partisans will shoot him 1f he is 
returned to Stockton, but no one believes this. 
Sentiraent has turned somewhat against Field 
because of his attacks on Sarah Althea, and his 
evident desire to use federal power to protect 
Nagie. 

Stockton, Cal., August 26.—District At- 
torney White appeared before Justice Swain 
this morning and moved to dismiss the warrant 
issued against Justice Stephen K. Field, 
charging him with being a party to the kill 
ing of David S. Terry, and which had been 
sworn by Mrs. A. Althea Hill Terry.

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THE WARDEN’S DISCOVERY. 


Attempt to Blow Up Michigan's State 
Prison. 

JAGKSON, Mich., August 26.—A great sen- 
sation has been unearthed at the state prison. 
The matficide, Irving Latimer, whose crime 
and trial attracted such widespread attention, 
has been detected in a plot to blow up the 
prison, and a quantity of explosives has been 
found within the prison wall. Latimer was 
locked in a solitary dungeon at once on the 
discovery of the plot. For six weeks the war- 
den has suspected that Latimer was at the 
head of a daring and devilish scheme to blow 
up the prison, and he has been watched closely. 
Last Friday ‘‘Lumper,’’ or Choreman, was de- 
tected in getting a package near the north 
wall, which had been thrown over by outsid- 
ers during the night. The watchman got the 
package, having traced it to Latimer. It con- 
tained a quantity of Hercules puwder, one. of 
the most powerfulexplosives. Warden Hatch 
has refused to state the details, and wants to 
keep the matter quiet so that he may catch 
Latimer’s outside accomplice, and he will not 
state what Latimer says about it. From other 
reliable sources it is learned that old prisoners 
have made use of Latimer’s monev and secured 
outside influence to execute the scheme, 
which would, if entirely suscessful, have de- 
stroyed the prison and let eight hundred con- 
victs loose. This scheme has been contem- 
plated for the past year, and did neot originate 
with Latimer. 


RIOT IN ARKANSAS. 


Reports of a Negro Riot at Jordan Brook— 
Several Versons Shot. 

LittLE Rock, Ark., August 26.—Meagre 
news of a negro riot at Jordau Brook, Ark., has 
just been received here. Several persons are 
| known to havo been shot to death, and many 
are reported wounded. The listof the dead 
includes Joseph Jordan, William Newcombe, 
Frank Hott, Anderson Neel, The exact num- 
ber of the dead and wounded is not known. 

Tragedy in Tuscumbia. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Augusta 26.—At Tns- 
cumbia today, City Marshal Gibson killed 
Dayton Womble. Early this morning Charles 
Womble was drunk and locked up by the 
marshal. Dayton- Womble came down, went 
Later 
the brothers armed themselves and camc back 
down town. Mayor Steele ordered thé mar- 
shal to arrest them, but the Wonible boys 
drew their revolvers and firing began. When 
it wound up, Dayton Womble was dead and 
Charles was badly wounded in the shoulder.

ICASUALTIES OF A DAY. 


RAIEROAD ACCIDENTS AND DE- 
STRUCTIVE FLAMES. 


TWO VESSELS BURNED TO THE WATER 


And a Large Amount of Grain Destroyed—A 
Young Man Loses His Life ata Fire— 
Philadelphia Streets Caving. 


Rockroxp, Il., August 26.—The entire 
plant of the Union Furnace company was 
wiped out of existence last night by the most 
disastrous fire that has ever occurred in tbis 
vicinity. It broke out in the. finishing room 
and in three hours the buildings, two large 
four story structures, were in ashes. Not a 
thing was saved. The company will lose 
nearly $100,000, on which there is only $40,- 
000 insurance. 

The company was conducted by Swedish- 
Americans and all the stockholders were erm- 
ployed in the works. The buildings were 
owned by ex-Mayor Tinker, whose loss 
is $25,000 without insurance. There 
were a number. of accidents but 
the most distressing was the death of 
Ralph Emerson, Jr., the only son of Ralph 
Emerson, president of the Emerson, Taleott 
& Co. Manufacturing company, one of the 
best known citizens ijn this section of the state. 
Young Emerson was on his father’s building 
holding a hose and protecting the structure 
from fire. The hose was pulled and he lost his 
balance and fellon the slippery roof, then to 
the ground below, a distance of thirty feet. 
He struck on the back of his head. His neck 
was broke and he died instantly. Ralph, Jr., 
was educated at an eastern college, was 22 
years old and a most exemplary young man. 
A man named Wara had a leg broken and 
Fireman Cavanaugh was rendered uucon- 
scious by the heat. 


VESSELS AND CARGOES BURNED. 


A Destructive Fire in California Waters— 
Heavy Losses. 

SAN Francisco, August 26.—The town of 
Port Costa, on Carwuinz straits, which is the 
great grain center of Culifornia, was today the 
scene of a destructive fire, involving a total 
loss of about $600,000. The fire orignated in 
warehouse No. 2, a wooden building 1,500 feet 
long, owned by G. W. MecNear & Co., and 
containing 7,000 tons of grain. Within two 
hours the building and contents were a total 
loss, and the fire had, in the meantime, com-— 
mnnicated to the wharves and shipping along- 
side. The American wooden ship Armenia, 
and the British wooden ship Honowaur, both 
partially loaded with wheat, were burned to 
the water’s edge. The rigging of the British 
ship Kenilworth caught fire, but before any 
serious damage had occurred to her hull she 
was towed into thestream and her hoid flooded. 
She had a cargo of 3,000 tons of wheat on board, 
which will probably prove nearly a total loss. 
The only casualty reported is the death of a 
Chinese cook on board the ship HHonowaur, who 
was drowned by jumping from the ship. In 
addition to the warehouse and wharves, forsy 
freight cars of the Southern Pacific company, 
loaded with grain, were burned, upon which 
there was no insurance. It appeared for a time 
us though several of the adjoining large ware 
houses Would be burned, but the fire was con- 
fined to the one large building destroyed. The 
loss on the warehouse and contents is placed at 
$350,000, upon which there was an estimated 
total insurance of $104,000. The wharves were 
valued at $60,000 and were insured for $43,000. 
The Armenia was built in Bath, Me., and was 
valued at $30,000. The Honowaur was built 
at St. Jolins, N. B., and was valued at $50,000. 
The Armenia had 200 tons of wheat, valued at 
$28,400, fully insured. The Honowuar had 
200 tons of wheat, valued at $25,000, fully in 
sured. The Kenilwerth’s cargo was valued at 
$9,000, fully insured. 


CLOUDBURSTS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


Great Damage Reported—Eight Cloudbursts 
Since May 1. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., August 26.—[Special. ]— 
Cloudbursts in North Carolina this year are 
proving more disastrous thanever known be 
fore in the history of the state. So tar eight 
have been reported since May first, and great 
damage has been done. Only abouttwo weeks 
ago the city of Fayetteville was flooded by a 
terrivle cloudburst just over the heart of the 
city. The water for several hours flooded the 
streets, and many people were driven from the 
rround floor to the stairs in order to escape the 

ashing waves. The smail creeks on which 
were situated the cotton factories were swollen 
and the factory hands were made to run for 
their lives. 
away, and water covered the first floor of 
the mills, and the machinery was greatly 
damaged. 

Only a week ago a cloud burstin Catawba 
county and afarmer with his house and wife 
were floated, and at last dashed to death. 

The latest disaster caused by clond bursts 
occured in Richmond county last night, and 
the town of Rockingham,‘on the C. C., rail- 
road, about one hundred miles from here, sus- 
tains the heaviest loss. The clond burst about 
halfamile above the town,right over the 
Peedee river and instantly the stream was 
swollen out of its banks, and went 

DASHING DOWN UPON THE TOWN, 
carrying nearly everything before it. Several 
smail cabins on the low bottoms were washed 
away, and the occupants were compelled to 
flee for their lives. One old negro man named 
Ringgold was caught by the mad torrent, and 
swept down to death. In many places the 
water bulged out two miles. and many houses 
were « lifted and set afloat. Five 
miles of the C. C. railroad is washed out com- 
pletely, and all telegraphic communications 
are cut off by the terrible floods. The reports 
at a late hour tonight from the nearest point 
to Rockingham says that great damage has 
been done the Roberdel, Great Falls, Peedee 
and Midway cotton mills. Some cotton facto- 
ries are said to be washed completely away, or 
go near it that they are totally ruined. It is 
feared that many people have been drowned, 
No estimate of the loss or further particulars 
can be learned tonight. 


MASHED ON THE RAILS. 


A Bad Accident to a Vestibule Train in Illl- 
nols. 

Cnicaco,August 26.—A special to the Even- 
ing Journal from Streator,jIll.,says a vestibule 
train on the Santa Fe route, running between 
Kansas City and Chicago, met with a serious 
accident at Kinsmam, a small station about 
fifteen miles north of here, at 8 o'clock this 
morning. The train was heavily loaded with 
Grand Army veterans and their friends bound 
fur the Milwaukee encampmens, and consisted 
of severalextra coaches. By the spreading of 
the rails, three coaches, two Pullman sieepers 
and a dining car were thrown from the track 
and down asteep bank, a distance of about 
forty feet. Word was telegraphed to this city 
for medical assistance, and a special] train was 
sent at once with a dozen surgeons on board. A 
wrecker was also sent out to clear up the track.

known in North Carolina. So far as reported 
tonight eight men were yesterday'Yun over and 
killed on railroads. Early yesterday morning 
Joe Caldwell, colored, was run over and in- 
Stantly killed on the Richmond and Danville 
road, near here. He had a flask half full of 
whisky in his pocket when found. S. C. Tan- 
ner and Robert Halder, both white, were 
yesterday afternoon run over and killed on the 
Air-Line, near Salisbury. They wero lying 
upon the track and* were both crushed to 
pieces. Three negroes, whose names cSuld 
not be learned, were found last nicht cut to 
preces on the railroad near High ‘Point. The 
train had passed over them, but it is believed 
they were murdered and placed on the track, 
A telegtam tonight says two white men were 
ran over on the North Carolina railroad near 
Durham last night, and terribly mutilated. 
They were killed instantly. A bad accident 
happened to a crowd while returning from 
Hickory Grove camp meeting late last nicht.

ground. As the accident occurred on a rocky 
hill side, it proved quite serious. J. C. Me-

Senator Ballard Comes to the Relief of the 
Town, But He Loses His Point and Sena- 
tor Bartlictt is Ahead. 

There was more trouble in the senate yesterday 
over the Macon and Birmingham amendment. 

Senator Ballard opened the ball by moving t re- 
consider Frijay’s action of the scnate in adopting 
the favorable report of the railroad committee on 
the amendment. 

Senator Bartlett wasin the breach at once. 

_ “It this were not a matter of so mach importance 
to the whole étate,’’ said be, “I would not burcen 
the senate with any additional remarks upon it. 

“The biil wus introduced at the first roll callof 
this session. The subject has been discussed fully. 
The railroad committee has worn it to a frazzie. 
It has become the jaundice versus jaundice case of 
the senate. 

The people who desire to build the road have per- 
fected their plans, and delay is dangerous to the 
enterprise. The:e are other senators besides 
myself who know the board of directors 
of this road. One of them has said In the presence 
of other senators that it was the best road now pro- 
jected. The exteut to which the taxable property 
of the counties aiong the iine of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida road has been increased fs 
remarkablie. Tho senate has pronounced its de- 
liberate judgment on this report. Is there any 
reason why it sliould be reconsidered? The gentie- 
man unfriendly to the bill haye been heard fully. 
Members of the railroad committee stated on the floor 
of the senate last Friday that they were convincod 
by the evidence presented—evideuce which cannot 
be refuted—that this restriction ought not to be put 
on this bill. By reason of the topography of the coun- 
trr, it will cost $1v0,C00 more to bui'd the road 
throug Greenvilie. Woy reeonsider it, when the 
delay endangers the constructicn cf the read? No 
matter how lonz you put it off, the fact remains 
that you cannot run the road through Greeuville

The first 
bale brought 124 cents, and the Vienna market 
is only ashade below Macon. The bulk of 
the cotton crop of Dooly county will be 
brought here, and we expect a large increase 
over last year’s receipts. 

A building and loan association was organ- 
ized in Vienna Wednesday. Thirty thousand 
‘dollars were subscribed, anda board of di- 
rectors elected, with J.P. Head president, 
and W. C. Hamilton secretary and treasurer. 
This will stimulate building largely, and a 
fresh impetus will be given to the growth of

THE ETOWAH AGRICULTURAL CLUB. 


The Barbccue Given by the Oldest Club in 
the State. 


ADAIRSVILLE, Ga., August 26.—[Special.J— 
On Saturday, August 24th, at Giliamg 
spring, four miles south of Kingston, the Eto- 
wah Agricultural! club held their Annual bar- 

ue. 

A history of this club may be of interest to 
the farmers throughout the state. 

This club is one of the oldest in the state, 
and possibly in the south. Just after the late 
war, when the farmers returned to find the 
farms gene down, ‘‘no fences’ prevailed over 
the whole country. In dne time the “Etowah 
Agricultural club’’ was organized with Major 
A. F. Woolley as its president. They framed 
a constitution and by-laws. They established 
themselves as a band of brothers, For six 
years now this club has not lailed to meet 
monthly. It has been the germ from whence 
has sprung all the clubs of this county, and we 
may fay thestato. It has furnished the form for 
their organizations. The purpose is for 
mutual advancement and experimentation. 
In other words, it is an experimental farm on 
a smal] scale, but on a good one. Each of the 
twelve, for they only allow twelve members in 
the club, and one familiarly called the ‘‘Im- 
mortal Twelve,” have a certain crop 
to grow every season. After the 
crop has been gathered and sold, he is required 
to make areport 1n writing of the manner of 
preparing the soil, the kind of fertilizer, the 
amount of work, the kind of work and every 
form it has gone through with, and what the 
crop nets him and what it cost. He is only 
allowed to plant one acre. Premiums are 
offered for the best yield to the acre, and for 
the best net gain. Twenty-five dollarsis a 
standing one for the best acre in cotton, open 
to all. Two thousand six hundred pounds has 
been raised. The members of this club feel a 
pride in this work, and well they may. Once 
each year at Gilliam’s spring, in the month of 
August, they have their annual barbecue. 
Kach member is allowed to inyite so many and 
no more. When it comes to dinner nothing 
good enough can be said. It was served 
on a long table in the shade of elms, oaks and 
beach. It was our good fortune to be placed 
so Mrs. Captain Tom Lyons was visa yis. 

A notice of the celebration would be incom- 
plete without a mention of Captain Lyons’s 
speech which occurred after dinner. It was 
full of sparkling points, short but elequent. In 
short it was facts and figures boiled down. It 
will be remembered he is president of the Bar- 
tow county alliance, though thisclub has no 
connection with the alliance, as it is older 
and not a secret order. 

A visit mas paid Saltpetre cave in the after- 
noon, where the remains of gun powder man- 
ufacturing remains to this day.

George Work, of Philadelphia, writes to Gen- 
eral Manager Winters, of the Macon street car 
company, that he has signed.a contract with 
the Thompson-Houston company to build an 
electric railway in Macon, conditioned on the 
city council of Macon granting him the new 
franchises on certain streets in the city. It is 
not known whether or not these franchises 
will be granted which gives to Mr. Work the 
exclusive right over the same.

The Boston Advertiser gives a very sensi- 
ble twist to the discussion that has been go- 
ing on in regard to the decay of the iron in- 
dustry in New England. 

Some of its esteemed contemporaries have 
attributed this decay to the tariff and have 
made a good deal of fuss over the matter in 
one shape and another, 

The Advertiser, however, gives its con- 
temporaries a cue and proceeds to discuss 
the subject from acommon sense point of 
view. It takes the position that THE Con- 
STITUTION took some time ago, namely— 
that the decay of the iron industry of New 
England is due to natural causes that are 
well known and understood. It is true that 
New England is engaged in the successful 
manufacture of cotton, but even this indus- 
try will have to be given up as soon as capi- 
tal discovers that itis more profitable to 
spin cotton within sight of the patches 
where it is grown than to haul it six or 
seven hundred miles away. 

The discovery of natural gas in the mid- 
die and middle western states has had a 
great deal more to do with bringing about 


the destruction of New England’s iron in-— 


dustry than the tariff. Moreover, for every 
fron mill that has been compelled to sus- 
pend business in that section two or more 
milis have been astablished in the south, 
and New England’s capital has had no little 
to do with this new movement and develop- 
ment. 

There is no need, however, for the New 
England people to shed any tears over the 
situation. The same movement that has 
resulted in the displacement of the iron in- 
dustries of that section must necessarily, in 
the end, result in transferring all the iron 
industries of the north to the south, where, 
as the Boston Advertiser truly remarks, are 
to be found “‘the most wonderful contigu- 
ous deposits of coal, iron and limestone that 
are known to exist in the United States, if 
not in the whole world.”’ 

This tells the whole of this interesting 
and important Story. Another story, quite 
as interesting and as important, will be told 
when thesouth begins to gather to her 
broad and generous bosom all the cotton 
mills of the world. This isa-result that 
cannot be long delayed. Those whu oppose 
such a movement are merely fighting one of 
the fuvincible forces of nature.

Two 
vacancies, occasioned Ly rmsignaticius, were tres 
quired to be filled, andI had no alternative but io 
make the appcintments under the civil service rn'ex 
It is alleged that under these rules I selected the 
colored man in preference to the white man. The 
iact is, I selected the white man for the money 
order department, where he would have to serve 
the patrons of the office, but was prevented from as. 
tizuing bim to duty in the place because he was in- 
eligible on account of age. 

It is alleged th:t l intended an insult to the white 
lady clerk by an i: t‘oduction of the colored man 
when I assigned him toduty. The fact is it was 
notin her room;she was not present at the time, 
and her father has s‘ated to me since that she was 
not then in the building. 

It is alleged that the lady clerk must work 
for some hours each day at the same desk 
with the colored clerk, The fact ies that all 
her wcrk can be, and has been done for the las: 
three weeks in her own room. While it is true that 
Miss Lyon had a part of her work done at night by 
her father, aud then assisied him cach morning 
(before her office opened) in making out the coupon 
receipts for pouched registered inatter received, yet 
it is true that the superintendent and colored clerk 
may open tobe pouches, check off and sign all those 
billsand coupons. The regulations require that 
only two, any two, Clerks shall sign them, and it is 
the legitimate work of the superintendent and clerk 
in the malling room, and it can be so dene without 
difficulty.

Cotton Bageing. 

The fact that an enormous number of bales 
will be covered with cotton this year, in Georgia 
probably a large major. ty of the crop, makes the 
status of this new method one of serious import, and 
tse reason why ithas not been aiready settled is 
just this: The wor'd has under-estimated the de- 
$:;mination of the southern men to fight so formids 
able an adversary—have, in fact, forgouen thelae 
wir. The lack of experience drives us, to some ex- 
tent, to general princip'es in making a forecast of 
tie outcome of this matter, As to the relative 
merits, the indisputable facts are these: The best 
jute bagging is stronger than cotton, the poorer ar« 
ticles not so strong. Cotton is strong enough, and 
Can be made oi any strenzth.- Jute isthe most in- 
flammable, contains shives, stains the cotton, anJ 
does not rrotect itso well; absorbs water quicker 
aud more of it, is more difficuit to dry, and ro‘s 
more rapidly, and from the manner in which: it 
hides dirt and damage is cond: @ ve 
of rough handling on the farm = and 
in transit, and by concealing this 
damaze makes it impossible to get clean re- 
Ceipts for cotton, rnd so ihe difficulty in placing 
the blame of damuge whe e it be'iongs, makes all 
handlers careless, and thus claims for damage be- 
jng an item to be figured out of prospective profits, 
atieet the price per pound to farmers. Too greata 
stress cannot be laid on this point, and if cotton 
covering does nothing. but secure for cotton respect - 
able trestment, the economy of it would be easily 
established. Asregards the cost of the raw ma- 
terials, jute at three and cotton at seven, there is 
this to say: The jute is not worth respinning,and the 
cotton is; and probably five out ofeach seven cents 
can be saved inthis way, making a sinking of only 
twe, asagainst three centsin jute, Theother two 
cents being also acousumption, will be a gain in 
lessening the supply. 

But the main issue is the matter]of tare. The cus- 
lomary tare on jute-covered cotton is 6 per cent, or 
30 cents on a bale of 500 pound:. This is made up 
of ten pounds of ties aud six yards of bagging at 
two and a half pouncs to the yard—fifteen pounds — 
and five pounds of stained cotton which lies next to 
the jute. Now the cotton bagging weighs three- 
quarters of a pound per yard, six yards four and a 
half pounds, and ten pounds of ties—fourteen and 
a hatf pounds—and as a matter of course into a 500- 
poind bale afarmer must put 485% lint cotton, if 
covered with cotton, and 470 pounds if covered 

ith jute. ‘ihe question is, shall he be: paid for 
this fifieen and a half-pounds of cotton or shall be 
l-ose it? Common sense, common law and con- 
mon honesiy demands that he should be paid forit. 
There are those w hoclaim that the customs of trude 
wll have to be altered to do so, and that there 
are no meansin the hands of the dependent and 
impoverisied farmer to make custom yield to law 
sense and henests. Letus then examine these 
customs. Leaying outell but the Liverpool and 
the Aimerican markets, we find two different m. th- 
ois ciarriving at a set lement for the tare or 
waste matierona bale of evtten. First then the 
object of purchasing cotton being to spin it. In 
Liverpool they allow the burer to take off tare—in 
America where no ture is allowed, the price per 
pound covers the tare. The two methods are 1llus- 
trated thus: Liverpoolsays vour 600 pound bale of 
cotton weishs only 479 pounds net, you must there- 
fore oniy }ilme with 470 pounds. America says 
“ie deliver me only 470 pounds’ when 

pay for 800; hence fy will reduce my 
price to cover diiference, It will be seen 
at a glance that the American custom dovs 
not nntagonize the payment ior the extra fifteen 
anda halt pounds; for as it is cotton the spinner is 
bitying, and the way he gets at the price per pound 
is by calculating how much raw material he geia 
for earh {1 0, his cxleniation is simp'y this: “1f I 
can pay $17 for 4.0 pounds of cotten and thirty 
pounds of waste, what can I pay for 48544 pounds of 
cotton and fouricen and a half pounds of wasie’’ 
And the value ofthe wasie being adjusted, the price 
he can afford to pay per pound 1s at oace fixed. 
Shou'd he agree to make a standard allowance of 
eight pounds, it would seem he would gain seven 
enda half pounds on each bale of eotton-covered 
bagging, suppesing a jutescovered bale loses thirty 
pounds, if he make a jrice difference, it 
wou'd be about one-fourth of a ceut, leay- 
ing him a smal! margin. Now for Liverpool. 
Whilst the established tare of cotton in Liverpool is 
s'x per ev-nt, or thirty pounds per balo fora bale of 
500 pounds, yet it is the custom in Liverpool to 
weight cotton net. The practice is this: Ten or 
tweity bales from each invoice of 100 baies are 
selecied, laid upon platform scales and stripped 
clean irom all bagging, ties and jute-stained cotton. 
The actual weight of this cleaned cotton is credited 
asnet to the seller at the invoice price per pound, 
and the actnal weight of the ties, bagging and refuse 
is also credited to him at a most insignificant price, 
—— per pound, Now, then, if in this process the 
jute-covered cotton loses thirly pounds 
and the cotton-covered bales only fourteen 
and one-half, the exporter is credited 
in one case with 470 pounds of cotton and 30 
pounds of waste, and in the other with 485% 
pounds of cotton and li pounds of waste, and it 
on the other side of the water he gains 154% pounds 
of cotton, he can allow the former 8 pounds out of 
th sand still be nhead 7'4 pounds of clean net ¢ot- 
ton. Thusit will be seen that Liverpool not only 
aliows the 8 pounds asked, butifthere is more cot- 
ton ina bale than the 8 pounds the allowsit all. 

Now, in view of the fact that a margin of clean 
co ton 1s on the side of cotton bailed in light weight 
and non-staining covering, the question arises how 

or farmer get paid for this margin. The

japser ies in the nature of the case. The changes 


fthe past few years have placed ‘‘spinners agents” 
in all of the Cotton producing sections and many of 
our largest buyers for foreign accounts are repre- 
sented in theirown country -by their own firms, 
who, in turn, are in many cases practically spin- 
ners’ agents. Now as soon as these spiuners’ 
ents find out that this margin 
net cotton exists as a 

matter of course they will seek it, and if it amounts 
to anything they will ofer a premium for it. When 
they do this, they will not on!y got these bales, but 
by taking therm, get the run of all other bales. Buy- 
ers, then, who are not so favorably placed, must 
either cease buying, or by their own efforts place 
themseives on an equal footing, and competition 
will soon regulate the amount of pay which the 
farmer will get for his extra cotton. In its last 
analysis the case is this: Neyer mind who buys 
cotton, or where it goes to, or how it is put up, the 
number of pounds wh'ch reaches the spinner 
is all he will for, but he cer-

NEGKOES IN AUGUSTA. 


A South Carolina Regiment Visits the Foun- 
tain City. 

Aveusra.Ga.,August 26.—[Special.]—About 
a thousand negroes from Carolina spent to-day 
in Augusta. Nine military companies, undcr 
command of Colonel W. H. Robertson, of the 
First Carolina colored regiment, together with 
several Augusta companies, paraded through 
the streets and were reviewed by Mayor May 
and members of council from the Arlington 
balcony. There were thousands of negroes on 
the streets during the parade, and as the sol- 
diers passed along the crowd was so dense on 
the sidewalks thata man could have iumped 
from a window on top of them and not 
fallen to the pavement. It is creditable 
to them that notwithstanding the dense crowd 
there was not a single disturbance and not an 
arrest al! day long. They seemed to parade 
up-and down the streets in their uniforms 
smoking cheap cigars and exciting the envy 
and admiration of the negro newsboys and 
bootblacks and the colored damse!s. There 
was no drunkenness or disorder, and they left 
for home to night in good shape. 

Tonight Joe Porter, an Augusta negro, de- 
manded admittance at the home of a female 
acquaintance on Jones ally. The woman toid 
him hecould not come in, whereupon he 
proceeded to kick the doorin. The door sud- 
denly swung open and Joe received a slash 
from a razor across his stomach. Medical at- 
tention was secured and Joe was sewed up. 
His wound is not considered dangerous. The 
negro who did.the cutting made his escape,

 Encrease of five cents on last year’s rate. 
2 The rate was fixed at a meeting of the 
county commissioners yesterday morning. 
The board met at cleveu o’clock, and ali the 
members except Dr. H. L. Wilson were 
present. 
_ Besides fixing the tax rate, several other 
matters were acted upon, but the raise in the 
rate was the most important measure the 


Kis ‘board has adopted for some time. 


_. The action of the commissioners was gen- 
* erally unexpected, and will be beard with sur- 
prise, as it is well known that there has been a 
very large increase in the county’s taxable 
property. 

But while the wealth of Fulton county has 
increased her necessities have multiplied, and 
it was to keep pace with these demands that 


the increase was made. 

A pew wing is to be added to the courthouse, 
@ substantial iron bridge will be put across the 
Chattahcochee river, and anew convict bar- 
racks will be erected. These alone will cost 
in the neighborhood of $55,000. 

And then there are other additional expenses 
that will have to be met. . 

And Fulton county will have to furnish the 
funds. 

The statement of the county clerk showed 
that ifthe thirty cent rate of last year was 
continued there would be a deficit of about 
$5,000, and the board decided to fix the rate of 
taxation so as to cover this. 

Here is the clerk’s statement of the county’s 
resources and liabilities:

According to this $127,559 must be raised by 
taxation, and although the tax receiver's di- 
gest showed an increase of nearly $4,500,000 in 
tue taxable vaiuation of the county’s property 
at Jast year’s rate, the revenue would be only 
$119,948.46. At thirty-five cents on the one 
hundred dollars, the revenue would bo $139*- 
739.96, an excess of the ainount actually nec- 
sary to meet the visable demands. 

There was considerable discussion over the 
increase: rate, Mr. Hunnicutt 4 Sy it. He 
was willing to make the rate 334, but thought 
that was high enoug)h. 

On Mr. Garrett’s motion to make it 55 cents, 
the vote stood two toone for the increase, 

This makes the total tax on Atlanta prop- 
erty $2.25 on the one hundred dollars, ‘forty 
cents being the state raie. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

Mr. Kiser wanted the name of the county 
alms house changed to the county farm. He 
thought the institutions usefulness was handi- 
capped by its repulsive name, but Mr. Hunni- 
cutt and Mr. Garrett were of the opinion that 
a change of name would be of very little 
value. 

Colone! Adair favored the change, but 
Opinion was equally divided and the question 
was finally postponed. 

Fulton County Barracks was the title given 
to the new convict camp, and the name of the 
county chaingang was changed to the Fulton 
County Public works. 
fA committee on finances was created, and 
the comrnittee on public works was instructed 
to have a telephoue put out to the barracks. 

The sheriff hasin his possession deeds to 
certain pronerty which has been sold for taxes, 
but has never been taken possession of by the 
county attorney. A resolution was adopted 
calling upon the attorney to show why he has 
not taken possession cf this property. 

Tie board then adjourned. 
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FACTS ABOUT CATERPILLARS. 


Something About the Pest That Destroys 
Cotton—The Stages of its Growth. 

Foreseeing that the cotton crop might might 
be attacked by caterpillars, Mr. Walter De- 
Wolf,of the agricultural department, has made 
a study of these pests and he is able to give 
wme interesting facts about them. 

“These cotton worms,’’ he said yesterday, 
‘fare the most prolific creatures in the world. 
There mey be only a dozen of them in a cotton 
patch and at the end of three weeks there will 
be millions. They begin as moths. One 
female will lay from four to six hun- 
dred eggs. These hatch in three days 
They are then little skeletons of worms, but 
they cuickly attain their growth. Then each 
one webbs up and becomes a noth and is pre- 
pared to lay six hundred more eggs. The 
“whole crowth from an egg to amoth takes 
three weeks. All the time the worms are 
growing they eat surprisingly, and generally 
attack the plants when they arefuil of sap. 
In dry seasons they appear firstin the bottom 
lands, but during wet seasons, like the pres- 
ent, they attack the highlands as quickly as 
the bottom Jands. The worst enemy of the 
worms are ants. These small insects attack 
the worms and kill thousands of them. If 
enough ants could be placed in a field it would 
soon becieared of worms. Heavy rain storms 
also kill quantities, and constant working also 
Yoes great good.”’

ON MONDAY NEXT THE LITTLE ONES 
RETURN TO BOOKS. 


Some Points of Progress Connected With the 
Schoo! System of Atlanta, and Some In- 
formation in Regard to Vaccination and 
Other Requirments. 

**I am so busy writing tickets that I hardly 
have time to talk,” saia Major Slaton, super- 
intendentof public schools, yesterday, ‘but I 
want Tuer CONSTITUTION to disabuse the 
minds of the people on some points concerning 
the entry of children.”’ 

“In what way do you mean?” 

“Well, here is an advertisement which 
speaks for itself. -All children who have not 
been in school in the city, must present a cer 
tificate of successful vaccination from Dr, 
Roach, and that is all.”’ 

‘What does such a certificate cost ?”’ 

“If Dr. Roach does the vaccinating himse}f, 
it costs one dollar. If it has been done by 
somebody else, Dr. Roach, as a member of the 
sanitary committee of the board, must have 
proof of the fact, and then the certificate costs 
nothing.”’ 

“Has there been much complaint about the 
fee for vaccinating ?”’ 

“Yes, there has been considerable complaint. 
We require it as a protection for the children. 
We cannot afford to accept the certificate of 
any and everybody, as it is a meas- 
ure that is of vital importance 
to the well-being of the schools, and we must 
have a showing from responsible persons be- 
fore we can grant the applicant a permit 
to enter the schools,”’ 

“Ts there any solution of the problem ?”’ 

‘*t am willing, if the board will concur, to do 
this: Let every physician who desires to vac- 
cinate the children of families, whose practice 
he does, come here and register 
his name in a book kept for the purpose, just 
like a book is kept in banks for the identitica- 
tion of persons who may wish to do business 
with the bank.’’

*Why,when a physician offrepute in the city 
gave his certificate of successful vacciy ~ y I 
could then compare the signatures and tis- 
fied of the genuineness of thé terti- 
ficate, -I would be erfectly ¢ “willing 
to admit the child. fou seG, before 
we adopted this rule, the father, some drug 
clerk, or anybody else would write a certifi- 
cate, and when we investigated the matter 
we found that there were a large number of 
children in the schools who had never been 
successfully vaccinated.”’ 

ane you ever have any troubie from small-- 

ox ?’ 

‘No, on the contrary, it was the freedom 
from disease among the _ pupils of 
the public schools that allayed 
the fears of the people when the epidemic oc- 
curred some years ago. Every day we pub- 
lished in THE CONSTITUTION that the schools 
were going on uninterruptedly, and that re- 
stored the confidence ofthe people and pre- 
vented a widespread panic.’’ 

*‘How many children were in school last 
year?”’ | 

_ ‘Seven thousand, three hundred and forty- 
six. 

“And you will have a large increase this 
year ?”’ 

“Oh, yes,a very large increase. They arecom- 
ing in rapidly every day. Of course the oldest 
dated tickets will have the preference in seats;

“Have you made any provision for the in- 
crease ?’’ 

‘*Yes, we have seven more white and nine 
more colored teachers than we had 
last year. Then we have enlarged 
and increased the seating capacity of 
Ivy street school, Walker street school and 
Boulevard school. These are all in populous 
districts. We hope to be able to accommodate 
all the children; but as I said before, those 
who come fira fare best. I am here every 
day. ‘Thero is no charge for entering children, 
except as [ stated above, where Dr. Loach 
does the vaccinating himself- Whe child has 
only to pay its board and furnish its own 
books. That is all.’’

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Riocks as Reported at the New York 
Exchange. : 

NEW YORK. August 26.—The stock market open- 
ed the new week with some animation and a decid- 
ediy sirong tone in the market, a contrast to weak- 
ness of last week’strading. Theclose of Saturday 
gave promise ofa better feeling among tradersin 
regard to both western railroad situation and the 
monetary prospects, and there was today little 
pressure to borrow, and rates for money went back 
toas low astwo percent. Canadian bankers were 
offering about three million on the street, and the 
Bank of Monreal about halfas much, which gave 
immediate relief, and the impression gained ground 
that there would be no lack of offerings from the 
game sources 2s jong as high rates werein force. 
The London market was materially higher this 
morning, and, under improved circumstances here, 
the first prices were from one-eighth to one-half 
* better than at Saturday’s closing figures, Tone of 
market was firm, though little progress was made 
outside of specialties until in the afternoon, and 
the usual dullness prevailed, though an improve- 
ment in values was steady with small fiuctuations. 
The bulls gained confidence as the day wore along, 
and when the announcement was made that the 
secretary ofthe treasury bad accepted over a mil- 
lion and a half bonds, the bullish feeling became 
much more pronounced and the market showed it 
in aninereased activity and accelerated upward 
movement in prices. Speciaities felt the stimulus 
most stronzly, and the Cleveland, Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati and St. Louis, madea spurt of over 2%, 
while coal stocks were specially prominent in the 
rise, and the Jersey Central and Delaware and Hua- 
son reached still higher figures than ever before in 
the history of the companics, The movement, how- 
ever, extended tothe entire list, and everything 
continucd to rise until the close, which was fairly 
active and strong at best prices of the day. The 
crop news was still most favorable‘ as well as the 

reports of earnings for the third week in August,

_ The Wheat street colored Baptist church is 
It is a house di- 
vided against itself. Two parties are contend- 
ing for supremacy and the result of the contest 
cannot be foreseen. 

For along time there have been jealovsies 
and heart burnings among the congregation. 
The people who for years worked side by side 
for the good of the church now do not speak 


as they pass by. All the trouble has grown out 


ofcertain charges which have recéntly been 
made. It was the custom of the Wheat street 
Baptist church to have their principle service 
Sunday evenings. Particular attention was 
paid to the music, and the choir was composed 
of some of the most influential members. 

Whenever the church needed any money 
the choir was always ready to lend its aid, and 
at one fair the members of it were instra- 
mental in collecting six hundred dollars. 
Their rendition of the sacred music was con- 
sidered the very finest, and the congregation 
was proud of the good work done by them. 

lt was proposed five months ago to have a 
service at 11 o’clock Sunday morning and 
from this change all the trouble has grown. 
Some members of the choir who sang in the 
evening fouid it impossible to be present at 
the morning services, and a sub-choir was form- 
ed from among the sons and daughters of the 
deacons. 

The vaulting ambition of the sub-choir soon 
became observable. The members of it be- 
gan by persuading themselves they were more 
important than the old choir and ended by en- 
listing the minister and a part of the congre- 
gation on their side. 

Ominous indications of a coming storm were 
observable. These indications increased with 
alarming rapidity until at the evening services 
of Sunday, August lith, the hurricane burst 
in allitsfury. On that fatal night Rev. W. 
H, Tiliman, the pastor, rose to preach his ser- 
mon. In his opening words he told the con- 
gregation that his intention was to preach a 
serinon for the benefit of the church, kill or 
cripple who it might. Then, in chaste and 
elegant language, he went on to say that the 
old choir was no use; that it never had been 
any use and it never would be. A flutter was 
heard behind the curtains in front of the organ 
at these remarks, but no open demonstration 
took place. 

After the services a meeting of the old choir 
was held, and it was surmised that possibly 
the Rev. Tillman might accept their resigna- 
tion. In any case, they determined to tender 
it. A delay was caused by the absence of the 
Rev. Tillman. Yesterday, however, W. C. 
Dent, president of the choir, came out in a 
card and publicly announced the choir’s resig- 
nation. 

Unfortunately, the trouble does not end 
there. A majority of the congregation recog-— 
nize the good work done by the choir, and they 
claim that if the Rev. Tillman accepts the 
resignation, open war will be declared.

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| AMENDMENTS TO THE AMENDED 


A Few Days More of Discussion and the 
Western and Atlantic Lease Sill Will be 
Voted Upon in the House—Legislative 
News and Notes. 

The Western and Atlantic substitute bill 
comes up in the house again this morning, 
with the recommendation from the committee 
of the whole that “it do pass as amended.” 

It was—as al] those immediately interested 


Tremember—an exceedingly hard matter to 


tack on an amendment in committee of the 
whole. There was no recommendation then, 
favorable or otherwise, to lessen the chances 
for the adoption of an amendment. If a 
meritorious amendment was lost, it was just 


because the house didn’t want any amend- 
ments—good, bad or indifferent. 
Notwithstanding all this— and notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the committee of the whole 
has signed, sealed and delivered its official 
verdict—some important amendments are pro- 

ed to the bill. These amendments are few 
n number, however, and it is generally be- 
lieved that two days more, including today, 
will finish the bill in the house.
